SECTION 1. Section seven of chapter thirty-six of the
general statutes relating to school district officers and
thoir election, is amended so as to read as follows :

Sec. 7. The officers of each school district shall be a omoenoi school
d'rector, a treasurer, aud a clerk, who shall be elected on district—when
the first Saturday in October of each year, aud whose *1«otjo'1 to **

elected and qualified, but when a new district is formed
under the provisions of this title, a meeting for organiza-
tion may be called by a notice stating the object of such
meeting, signed by throe freeholders or householders re-
siding within the limits thereof, and posted in five con-
spicous places in the district, ten days before the time
fixed for holding such meeting, and such meetings so
called shall have the same powers as annual meetings.

SECTION 1. It is hereby made the duty of any and
every officer to whom reports are by law icquired to be

Dutyofcotmtj SEC, 2. It shall be the duty of the county attorney,
attorney, on receipt of the notice mentioned in the preceding sec-

tion, to institute legal proceedings to collect with proper
costs the prescribed penalty in the name and for the use
of the proper county or district.
